The  meeting  of  the  Youth  and  Education  Committee  was  called  to  order  by 
Commissioner  Chairperson  John  C.  Morrissey  at  3:30  P.M.

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3.  San  Francisco  Unified  School  District’s  Recommendation  of  In-Service 

Training  in  Human  Relations  - 

Dr.  Susan  Kwock,  Department  of  Special  Education,  SFUSD;  Dr.  Roger  Tom, 
Department  of  Instructional  Improvement,  SFUSD;  Dr.  Amalia  Mesa-Bains, 
Department  of  Integration,  SFUSD;  and  Bettye  Haysbert,  Department  of 
Integration,  SFUSD. 

Dr.  Kwock  introduced  the  agenda  for  the  presentation  and  made  opening 
remarks . 

Dr.  Kwock  introduced  Dr.  Tom,  who  spoke  of  the  need  for  mandatory 
in-service  training  in  human  relations  for  SFUSD  classroom  teachers. 

Dr.  Tom  noted  that  a state  mandate  had  been  established  "about  ten 
years  ago"  for  multi-culture  workshops,  but  that  such  workshops  were 
limited  to  things  such  as  foods,  festival,  customs,  and  dance  and  did 
not  deal  with  teacher-student  interaction.  Dr.  Tom  explained  that  a 
curriculum  which  considers  the  rich  diversity  of  cultures  in  the  SFUSD 
is  needed,  pointing  out  that  50%  of  San  Francisco  students  come  from 
homes  where  English  is  not  the  primary  spoken  language.  Dr.  Tom 
emphasized  the  importance  of  the  curriculum  directing-  attention  toward 
students'  experiences  from  home. 

Dr.  Mesa-Bains  talked  about  overrepresentation  and  underrepresentation 
of  certain  minorities  - particularly  overrepresentation  of  Blacks  and 
Latinos-  in  Special  Education  programs  in  the  SFUSD.  She  explained 
that  teacher-student  interaction  has  been  ineffective,  largely  because 
teachers  generally  have  been  older  Anglos  who  have  been  trained  twenty 
to  thirty  years  ago.  This  ineffectiveness,  according  to  Dr.  Mesa-Bains, 
has  led  to  teachers  making  referrals  of  students  to  Special  Education 
Programs,  based  on  teacher  judgement  of  culturally  influenced  student 
behavior-  a point  Dr.  Kwock  first  made  at  the  June  16  Youth  and 
Education  Committee  meeting. 

Dr.  Mesa-Bains  noted  that  the  Department  of  Integration  is  entering  its 
third  year  of  working  with  Interactional  Models,  which  the  Department 
feels  is  an  effective  way  with  which  to  ameliorate  the  problem  of 
students  being  unnecessarily  referred  to  Special  Education  Programs. 
Interactional  models  were  explained  as  methods  by  which  classroom 
environment  might  be  improved. 

According  to  Dr.  Mesa-Bains,  the  four  Interactional  Models-  Teacher 
Expectation  and  Student  Achievement,  Cooperative  Learning,  Conflict 
Management,  and  Cultural  Learning  Styles-  were  unfamiliar  to  most 
teachers  trained  twenty  to  thirty  years  ago.  Dr.  Mesa-Bains  distributed 
a packet  of  materials  about  Interactional  Models.  Included  in  the  packet 
and  referred  to  by  her  was  a memorandum  from  the  Department  of 
Integration  dated  April  21,  1988  and  produced  by  Dr.  Mesa-Bains  for 
Linda  Davis,  Deputy  Superintendent  for  the  Division  of  Instruction. 
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The  memorandum  elaborates  on  the  four  Interactional  Models.  Teacher  expectation 
and  student  achievement  (T.E.S.A.)  promotes  achievement  through  three  major  areas 
of  teacher  behavior:  1)  response  opportunities,  2)  feedback,  and  3)  personal 
Regard.  Cooperative  learning  is  a method  which  encourages  students  to  work 
together  on  tasks  in  structured  heterogeneous  teams  and  to  care  about  each  others' 
learning  as  well  as  their  own.  Conflict  Management  training  provides  teachers 
skills  in  supporting  student  leadership  and  conflict  resolution,  which  encourages 
responsibility  for  one’s  own  actions.  Cultural  learning  styles  emphasizes  the 
development  of  knowledge  and  respect  for  differences  as  well  as  similarities 
between  racial/ethnic  groups. 

Dr.  Mesa-Bains  also  discussed  the  problem  of  high  dropout  rates  among  Blacks 
and  Latinos.  Included  among  the  information  items  in  the  packet  she  provided  was 
a handbook  entitled  "At  Risk."  The  handbook  provides  information,  with  respect 
to  the  dropout  problem,  on  awareness  and  sensitivity,  intervention  and  strategies 
and  parent  and  community  enlistment.  Dr.  Mesa-Bains  stressed  the  importance  of 
students  feeling  good  about  the  social  achievements  they  gain  in  school,  rather 
stressing  academic  achievement  alone.  According  to  Dr.  Mesa-Bains,  low  social 
social  achievement  among  Blacks  and  Latino  students  will  lead  to  continued  high 
dropout  rates. 

In  response  to  a question  about  what  the  method  is  for  identifying  students 
who  truly  need  to  be  in  Special  Education  Programs,  Dr.  Kwock  explained  that  the 
School  District  has  worked  to  address  referrals  from  school  to  school.  She 
recommended  that  4. monitoring  of  referrals  take  place,  whereby  site  principals 
should  return  logs  to  an  interdisciplinary  study  team,  who  could  look  at  appro- 
priate interventions,  prescribe  a program  to  address  those  interventions,  and 
monitor  the  number  of  students  being  ref erred  to  Special  Education.  She  added 
that  schools  with  clearly  high  representation  of  referrals  will  be  targeted  for 
a focus  assistance  plan  which  would  examine  why  such  representation  is  high  and 
what  assistance  might  be  provided  to  control  it. 

Georgia  Freeman,  a psychologist  with  the  SFUSD,  discussed  her  involvement 
in  reviewing  overrepresentation  of  certain  minorities  in  Special  Education 
Programs.  Ms.  Freeman  discussed  her  involvement  with  the  student  study  team 
which  makes  use  of  a family  Development  History  Form,  which  looks  at  cultural 
reasons  for  student  behavior  and  medical  problems.  The  form  is  used  to  inter- 
view parents  in  an  attempt  to  more  immediately  identify  what  student  problems 
may  be.  She  pointed  out,  however,  that  a supplemental  form  should  have  been 
developed  to  also  look  at  financial,  linguistic,  and  other  additional  problems 
which  might  affect  minorities. 

Enola  Maxwell  asked  if  students  could  conceivably  be  held  in  Special 
Education  Programs  so  that  the  District  could  receive  State  funding.  Dr.  Kwock 
responded  by  explaining  that  State  Funding  shifts  from  Special  Education  to 
Regular  Education  in  the  event  that  students  are  taken  out  of  Special  Education. 
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Bettye  Haysbert  provided  further  explanation  about  Cooperative  Learning, 
one  of  the  four  Interactional  Models  presented  by  the  Department  of  Integration. 

Ms.  Haysbert  said  that  this  model  has  been  looked  at  by  many  and  that  Blacks  and 
Latinos  seem  to  make  the  biggest  gains  under  the  program.  She  explained  that 
the  breakdown  in  racial  barriers  that  the  program  brings  about  leads  to  likeness 
in  schools,  which  in  turn  results  in  students  feeling  better  about  themselves 
as  self-esteem  is  increased.  Ms.  Haysbert  emphasized  the  importance  of  targeting 
children  early  for  this  program.  She  also  recommended  that  teachers  visit 
student  homes  for  reasons  apart  from  discipline,  feeling  that  the  student  who 
recalls  such  a visit  by  a teacher  will  enjoy  positive  psychological  benefits. 

Tom  Ruiz  pointed  out  that  teachers  often  are  tired  by  the  end  of  their 
workday  and  therefore  might  be  reluctant  to  invest  extra  time  in  training,  even 
though  they  might  feel  that  such  training  is  a good  idea.  Mr.  Ruiz  also  pointed 
out  that  school  administrators  receive  one-half  day  per  month  for  such  purposes 
and  reasoned  that  teachers  should  receive  the  same  benefit. 

Commissioner  Morrissey  pointed  out  that  people  do  not  all  learn  at  the  same 
rate  and  asked  if  any  attention  is  given  to  this  element.  Dr.  Kwock  explained 
the  function  of  the  Individual  Education  Plan  (lEP) , which  she  first  described 
at  the  Committee's  meeting  of  June  16,  1988.  The  lEP  looks  at  specific  needs 
and  styles  of  children  so : instructional  programs  can  be  geared  toward  having 
proper  materials  and  methodologies.  In  responding  to  Commissioner  Morrissey's 
question.  Dr.  Kwock  noted  that,  by  law  Special  Education  can  be  provided  up 
through  the  age  of  22. 

The  presentations  on  in-service  training  in  human  relations  concluded  at 
4:56  PM  with  the  Committee ' s agreement  to  continue  to  look  at  the  issue. 

4.  San  Francisco  Unified  School  District's  Affirmative  Action  Policy  and  the 

Ethnic  Composition  of  Certificated  Personnel  - 

Rod  Hong,  Director,  Personnel, SFUSD;  Barbara  Render,  Supervisor,  Personnel ,SFUSD 

Rod  Hong  reminded  the  Committee  that  the  draft  of  the  SFUSD's  Affirmative  Action 
Policy  he  had  diatrihated  is  the  result  of  a Board  Resolution,  adopted  by  the 
Board  of  Education  in  February,  which  would  address  the  Board's  Affirmative 
Action  Plan.  Mr.  Hong  said  that  the  draft  represented  six  months  of  data 
gathering^ statistics , and  research  and  that  the  SFUSD  was  able  to  refine  the 
policy  during  the  course  of  this  time  though  feedback  received  from  three 
presentations  at  Board  meetings  and  to  the  public.  A few  legal  technicalities 
within  the  plan  still  need  to  be  ironed  out,  according  to  Mr.  Hong. 

Barbara  Render  gave  an  oral  summary  of  the  plan,  stating  that  a six  year 
timetable  has  been  established  for  trying  to  improve  representation  of  minority 
teachers  to  the  extent  that  the  ethnic  and  racial  makeup  of  teachers  will  reflect 
that  of  students.  Among  other  things,  the  plan  looks  at  how  far  the  district 
must  go  to  achieve  its  goals  and  considers  the  projection  of  student  enrollment 
while  looking  at  the  numbers  available  to  hire,  recognizing  that  there  is  a limited 
pool  of  minorities.  Ms.  Render  noted  that  nationwide  recruitment  would  increase 


i 
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the  applicant  pool.  Ms.  Render  explained  that  it  is  the  District’s  policy  to 
hire  the  most  qualified  candidates  for  teaching  positions;  however, a minority 
candidate  would  be  given  preference  should  two  candidates  be  equally  qualified. 

She  also  stated  that  the  district  wanted  to  as  much  as  possible  retain  all  com- 
petent teachers.  Ms.  Render  also  mentioned  that  use  of  the  Para  Career 
Program-  largely  comprised  of  minorities-  and  the  encouraging  of  High  School 
students  to  get  involved  in  the  education  process  as  important  parts  of  an 
extensive  process  of  recruitment. 

The  presentation  on  SFUSD’s  Affirmative  Action  Plan  concluded  at  5:27  PM. 

5.  Request  for  Support  of  State  Propostion  98,  School  Funding. 

Gail  P.  Roberts  explained  that  the  American  Federation  of  Teachers  provided 
information  to  the  Youth  and  Education  Committee  about  State  Proposition  98, 

School  Funding  for  Instructional  Improvement  and  Accountability  Act.  Tom  Ruiz 
explained  that  the  State  took  in  more  revenue  last  year  than  the  Gann  Initiative 
allowed  it  to  spend.  Mr.  Ruiz  explained  that  passage  of  Propostion  98  will  allow 
excess  revenue  to  be  apportioned  toward  Public  Education,  largely  for  the  sake  of 
reducing  class  size  in  Galifornia’s  overcrowded  classrooms.

Call  to  Order 


In  the  absence  of  the  Commission  Chair  Ghada  Saliba-Malouf, 
Vice  Chair  Mel  Santos  called  the  meeting  of  the  Youth  and  Education 
Committee  to  order  at  4:18  p.m. 

1 . Chair's  Report 

No  Chair  Report  was  given. 

Agar  Jaicks  requested  that  Judith  L.  Sender  report  on  a recent 
survey  of  teachers . 

Judith  L.  Sender  reported  that  there  were  23  respondents  to 
her  recent  survey  of  teachers  regarding  conflict  management.  The 
results  showed  that  the  teachers  were  pleased  with  the  smaller 
class  size  at  the  elementary  level.  The  results  also  showed  that 
the  ratio  of  counseling  staff  to  students  was  not  good:  at  times 
1:500.  Ms.  Sender  will  prepare  a written  report  for  distribution 
to  the  Committee. 

Commissioner  Jaicks  stated  that  the  Committee  has  the 
teachers'  concerns,  the  information  will  be  incorporated  into  the 
Committee's  report  of  violence  in  the  schools. 
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Theresa  Higgins  reported  on  an  upcoming  interview  with 
students  at  a Bayview  Hunters  Point  agency.  Agar  Jaicks  mentionned 
an  upcoming  meeting  with  parents  regarding  their  concerns  about 
violence  in  the  schools  to  be  held  on  May  28,  1997  from  4:00  to 
6:00  p.m.  The  Committee  is  almost  ready  to  compile  the  report 
regarding  violence,  diversity,  ethnicity  and  homophobia  in  the 
schools . 

2 . Staff  Report 

Brian  Cheu  reported  that  he  has  received  the  transcripts  of 
the  Board  of  Supervisors'  hearing  regarding  youth  violence  on  March 
28,  1997,  Judith  L.  Sender  requested  that  tapes  of  the  hearing  on 
violence  and  youth  be  made  available  for  listening.  Mr.  Cheu 
further  reported  that  a request  will  be  submitted  to  HRC  Director 
Marivic  Bamba  for  $2,000  to  hire  a consultant  to  write  the 
Committee's  report  on  youth  and  violence  in  San  Francisco.  The 
report  will  include  a summary  of  the  problem,  introduction,,  essay, 
summary  and  recommendations . 

Mr.  Cheu  announced  that  Committee  member  Tess  Manalo  must 
resign  from  the  Youth  and  Education  Committee.  He  then  asked  Lt . 
Vivian  Williams  of  the  San  Francisco  Police  Department,  Juvenile 
Division,  to  introduce  herself.  Lt.  Williams  did  so  and  informed 
the  Committee  that  she  was  new  to  the  Juvenile  Division  and  was  in 
the  process  of  reviewing  an  enormous  amount  of  written  materials. 

Mr.  Cheu  then  introduced  Joe  Wilson  from  Coleman  Advocates  for 
Youth.  Mr.  Wilson  informed  the  Committee  about  an  event.  Stand  for 
Youth,  and  encouraged  Committee  members  to  participate.  He  then 
asked  the  Commission  to  endorse  the  event.  Commissioner  Santos 
assured  Mr.  Wilson  and  the  Committee  that  he  will  make  the  request 
for  endorsement  at  the  next  Commission  meeting. 

Mr.  Cheu  distributed  a policy  paper  titled  Preventing  Youth 
Violence  prepared  by  the  Pacific  Center  for  Violence  Prevention. 

Lt.  Williams  asked  if  this  report  contained  the  finding  that  the 
perception  of  violence  differed  between  students  and  teachers. 

Commissioner  Santos  stressed  the  importance  of  new  Committee 
members  bringing  new  issues  to  the  Committee's  attention.  He  added 
that  the  Committee  needs  to  define  issues  to  address  in  the  near 
future . 


3 . Discussion  of  Media 


One  area  of  interest  that  was  identified  at  the  orientation 
session  was  that  many  members  were  interested  in  learning  how  to 
use  the  media. 

Claudia  Jasin  distributed  a media  packet,  made  a presentation 
and  led  discussion  on  this  topic.

There  were  also  reports  of 
incidents  outside  the  school,  on  the  buses  and  with  middle  school  kids.  The  group  met  with  was 
comprised  of  Latino  parents  who  stated  they  don’t  feel  their  children  can  come  and  go  to  school 
safely.  All  testimony  at  this  meeting  was  in  Spanish.  This  group  felt  that  the  discipline  policy  at 
Edison  School  is  erratic  and  is  implemented  erratically.  A written  report  of  this  meeting  has  been 
prepared  by  Ms.  Blanco  and  Claudia  Jasin.  Ms.  Blanco  further  reported  on  a meeting  with 
students  at  Precita  Valley  Middle  School.  The  focus  of  the  student  complaints  was  the  attitudes 
expressed  by  the  teachers.  Judith  Levy-Sender  suggested  that  we  do  not  want  to  escalate  the 
problems,  but  that  we  want  to  help  solve  the  problems.  Ms.  Blanco  continued  that  they  had  asked 
the  middle  school  students  how  to  solve  the  problems  at  the  school  and  the  response  was  to  get 
rid  of  the  teachers  who  do  not  take  their  jobs  seriously.  Parents  responded  that  the  problems 
could  be  solved  by  involving  the  parents  more.

1.  Call  to  Order:  The  November  20,  1997  meeting  of  the  Youth 
and  Education  Committee  was  called  to  order  at  4:10  p.m.  by  Chair 
Ghada  Saliba-Malouf  who  noted  that  as  a quorum  was  not  present  the 
minutes  of  the  October  meeting  could  not  be  approved. 

2 . Youth  Employment /City  Contractors  Working  Group  Update: 
Bob  Price  of  the  Focus  Vocational  Program  along  with  program 
participants  Elizabeth  Flores  and  Pablo  spoke  of  the  Focus  program. 
As  a school  to  work  model  program  the  mission  is  to  help  young 
people  build  themselves  with  attention  to  the  issues  of  how  to  find 
work  and  how  to  keep  work.  The  Focus  program  stresses  computer 
literacy  and  has  a 79%  placement  rate.  Bob  Price  stressed  that  the 
Focus  Program  uses  the  social  work  model  with  an  emphasis  on 
personal  relationships . The  curriculum  centers  on  individual  and 
team  motivation.  The  program  works  with  youth  who  are  16  to  18 
years  of  age,  may  be  self -ref erred,  are  willing  to  commit  to  a 
full-time  program  along  with  school  attendance.  Many  referrals 
come  from  the  juvenile  court.  The  program  goal  is  to  serve  120 
youth  per  year.  An  additional  component  of  the  program  is  resume 
writing  and  interviewing  skills.  Pablo,  a participant  in  the 
program,  told  of  his  desire  to  learn  silk  screening  and  of  the  the 
three  month  training  program.  Elizabeth,  another  participant  told 
of  her  goal  to  be  a fashion  designer  and  the  assistance  that  the 
Focus  program  had  offered  towards  that  goal. 

3 . Approval  of  Minutes : Commissioner  Saliba-Malouf  pointed 
out  that  Commissioner  Jaicks  called  the  meeting  to  order  as  she  was 
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not  in  attendance  until  later  in  the  meeting.  Judith  Levy-Sender 
stated  that  the  last  sentence  of  Item  6 questionning  whether  there 
may  be  a conflict  of  interest  was  a mistatement  and  requested  it  be 
stricken  from  the  minutes.  ***M/S/C  to  approve  the  minutes  as 
amended  above . 

4 . Chair ' s Report : Commissioner  Saliba-Malouf  reported  that 
the  follow-up  on  the  Committee's  letter  to  the  Mayor's  Office  and 
the  Board  of  Supervisors  regarding  SB  10  was  great.  The  letter 
generated  a great  deal  of  interest.  Supervisor  Brown's  office  is 
looking  to  introduce  a resolution  incorporating  the  language  of  our 
letter.  Kimiko  Burton  from  the  Council  on  Criminal  Justice  will 
coordinate  the  effort  of  the  Mayor's  Office  and  The  Board  of 
Supervisors  regarding  this  matter.  Commissioner  Saliba-Malouf 
encouraged  all  committee  members  to  be  sensitive  to  all  the  people 
in  the  room  and  to  please  make  sure  that  what  members  said  would 
not  be  offensive  to  anyone.  She  then  recognized  new  members  Basim 
Elkarra,  Kiki  Miller  and  Nicole  Lawrence.  She  also  stated  that 
another  new  member,  Havonna  Taylor  could  not  attend  today's 
meeting . 

5 . Staff  Report:  Brian  Cheu  reported  that  Carol  Ackles  will 
prepare  a new  roster  of  committee  members  for  the  next  meeting.  He 
also  reported  that  Proposition  E,  which  would  expand  the  resources 
of  the  Youth  Commission  lost  on  the  ballot  earlier  this  month.  Mr. 
Cheu  stated  he  is  not  quite  certain  what  this  will  mean.  The  Youth 
Commission  has  only  two  staff  members  and  things  have  been  hard  for 
them.  Mr.  Cheu  further  stated  that  the  Human  Rights  Commission  has 
been  working  with  them  regarding  the  needs  of  LGBT  youth  and  as 
Proposition  E did  not  pass  the  Youth  Commission  may  not  be  able  to 
get  the  support  of  the  Mayor's  Office  to  get  additional  funding  for 
clerical  support.  The  Commission  will  continue  to  look  for 
resources  for  this  position.  Mr.  Cheu  distributed  a flyer 
regarding  Concept  8 for  review  by  committee  members.  He  also 
distributed  an  explanation  as  to  why  the  United  States  has  failed 
to  pass  the  U.N.  Year  of  the  Child  resolution. 

6 . Juvenile  Justice  and  Public  Policy  Working  Group  Updates: 
Brooke  Nagle  suggested  that  these  topics  need  to  be  revisited  in 
January.  She  suggested  that  the  committee  needs  to  decide  as  a 
group  what  the  next  steps  will  be.  Commissioner  Saliba-Malouf 
asked  Ms . Nagle  to  follow  up  on  this  matter  which  she  agreed  to  do 
with  the  assistance  of  Sarah  Price.  Chair  Saliba-Malouf  agreed  to 
agendize  this  matter. 

7 . Youth  Rights  Working  Group  Update : Douglas  Lam  reported 
that  the  working  group  wants  to  encourage  more  involvement  by 
committee  members  in  this  group.  Additionally,  the  working  group 
feels  that  committee  members  are  great  resources  for  their  project 
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and  would  like  them  to  contribute  as  such.  Mr.  Lam  emphasized  that 
the  group's  message  to  youth  is  that  with  this  project  the  group 
intends  to  empower  youth.  Vitaly  requested  that  any  questions  or 
concerns  that  committee  members  have  regarding  the  Youth  Rights 
Working  Group's  objectives  or  outlined  action  steps  be  brought  to 
the  working  group  members . He  also  added  that  the  group  needs  more 
people  to  be  involved. 

8.  Old/New  Business:  Margery  Levy  asked  if  anyone  was 
interested  in  looking  at  the  school  voucher  system  and  whether  or 
not  it  provides  all  youth  the  opportunity  to  the  same  kind  of  equal 
education.  Mr.  Cheu  suggested  that  Ms.  Levy  should  take  that  issue 
to  the  Public  Policy  Working  Group. 

9 . Announcements : Brian  Cheu  announced  that  in  the  very  near 
future  there  will  be  two  reports  for  the  Committee  to  review.  Both 
the  consultant's  report  on  violence  prevention  and  the  draft  report 
of  youth  employment  with  city  contractors  will  need  to  be  reviewed 
shortly  after  the  first  of  the  new  year.  It  was  decided  that  the 
December  meeting  of  the  Youth  and  Education  Committee  will  be  a 
potluck  with  no  business  agenda  set. 

10.  Adi ournment : The  meeting  was  adjourned  at  5:47  p.m.

The  March  16th  meeting  of  the  Youth  and  Education  Committee  of  the  San  Francisco  Human  Rights 
Commission  v/as  called  to  order  at  4.25  p.m. 

Chair’s  Report.  Commissioner  Chey  welcomed  everyone  and  asked  them  to  introduce  themselves.  She 
emphasized  the  importance  of  responding  to  the  census.  She  also  mentioned  that  a first  meeting  of  the 
Asian  Education  Summit  was  to  be  held  on  March  17*^^  at  the  Golden  Gate  Club  in  the  Presidio,  with  a full 
meeting  planned  for  May  of  this  year.  Finally,  Commissioner  Chey  raised  the  question  of  gun  control  and 
proposed  it  as  an  issue  for  further  Committee  study. 

Approval  of  Minutes.  It  was  m/s/c  to  approve  the  minutes  of  the  Youth  and  Education  Committee  meetings 
held  on  1 /20/00  and  2/1 7/00  with  the  following  changes  to  the  minutes  of  2/1 7/00.  The  first  sentence  of  the 
Chair’s  report  on  page  1 should  be  changed  to  read:  "Commissioner  Youn-Cha  Shin  Chey  announced  that,  at 
the  last  HRC  meeting,  the  Commissioners  commended  the  Youth  and  Education  Committee  for  all  their  hard 
work  and  were  impressed  with  the  presentation  of  the  Juvenile  Justice  brochure  and  also  with  the  Analysis  of 
the  Effects  of  State  Proposition  21  on  the  Commission’s  mandates."  In  addition,  the  last  sentence  of  the 
minutes  of  1/20/00  should  be  changed  to  read:  “CommissionerGlobus-Sabori  adjourned  the  meeting  at  5.55 
p.m.”  Finally,  it  was  noted  that  Olga  Kotlyarevsivaya  and  Winna  Davis  were  both  present  at  the  2/17/00 
meeting  and  Ms.  Rathbone  agreed  to  add  the  omitted  names  of  those  who  were  absent  on  that  day. 

Staff  Report.  There  was  no  staff  report. 


Presentation  on  Counseling  in  the  San  Francisco  Unified  School  District:  Counseling  Committee, 
United  Educators  of  San  Francisco.  Commissioner  Chey  introduced  Pat  Crawford,  a counselor  at  Abraham 
Lincoln  High  School  and  chair  of  the  Counseling  Committee  of  the  United  Educators  of  San  Francisco.  Ms. 
Crawford  opened  her  remarks  by  emphasizing  how  much  she  appreciated  the  Committee’s  interest  and 
support.  She  said  that,  despite  the  almost  impossible  task  facing  them,  school  district  counselors  stayed  on  the 
job  in  the  hope  that  the  situation  would  improve  and  also  because  it  was  their  vocation  and  they  felt  it  was 
important  that  services,  however  limited,  continue.  She  pointed  out  that,  if  California  were  a nation  state,  it 
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would  be  one  of  the  richest  in  the  world,  and  yet  it  is  the  51  in  the  U.S.  in  terms  of  educational  spending.  She 
said  that  this  situation  is  made  even  worse  in  the  Bay  Area  by  the  high  cost  of  living,  particularly  in  relation  to 
teachers’  salaries.  San  Francisco,  she  added,  was  not  even  competitive  with  other  districts  in  the  Bay  Area, 
and  was  losing  teachers  to  other  cities.  She  urged  the  Committee  to  lobby  the  state  legislature  to  increase 
education  spending  in  order  to  provide  a quality  and  diverse  education  for  our  quality  and  diverse  population. 
She  said  competitive  salaries  were  especially  important  to  attract  young  people  to  the  profession. 

In  terms  of  counseling,  Ms.  Crawford  said  that  she  herself  is  responsible  for  450  graduating  students.  She  said 
there  is  not  one  minute  of  the  day  when  she  does  not  have  a student,  or  a group  of  students  in  her  office,  and, 
although  she  stays  until  6.0  p.m.  almost  every  night,  she  knows  many  students  walk  away  without  having  been 
seen.  While  she  makes  sure  every  graduate  receives  at  least  1 5 minutes  of  college  counseling,  and  tries  to 
give  large  group  presentations,  this  in  no  way  meets  the  diverse  needs  of  the  students. 

Besides  class  scheduling  and  college  counseling,  Ms.  Crawford  said  that  she  also  has  to  deal  with  any  other 
issues  that  come  up,  from  abuse  and  violence  to  acculturation  of  new  immigrants  to  emotional  and  academic 
stress.  She  pointed  out , for  example,  that  this  year,  while  graduation  requirements  have  been  raised,  the 
funding  for  the  seventh  period  in  the  school  day  was  lost,  leaving  students  faced  with  the  burden  of  meeting  the 
higher  standards  without  the  proper  level  of  support.  She  stated  flatly  that  if  a student  walks  into  a class  with 
unresolved  issues,  learning  will  not  take  place,  no  matter  how  good  the  teacher  or  how  complete  the  lesson 
plan.  Ms.  Crawford  said  that  students  referred  to  outside  agencies  for  mental  health  counseling  are  often 
intimidated  to  go  to  the  first  visit  alone,  and  that  school  counselors  do  not  have  the  time  to  accompany  them.  It 
works  better  when  the  outside  counselors  can  work  at  the  school,  but  Lincoln,  for  example,  is  over-enrolled, 
indeed  bursting  at  the  seams  with  its  2400  pupils,  making  it  hard  to  find  a satisfactory  location.  At  the  same 
time  the  in-house  counseling  staff  has  shrunk  from  1 2 to  the  current  4 full  time  counselors. 

Much  discussion  followed,  particularly  on  the  issue  of  funding.  Ms.  Crawford  said  that  many  schools,  including 
her  own,  have  to  borrow  from  other  funding  sources  to  pay  for  enough  counselors  to  keep  even  the  current  750 
to  one  ratio  current.  Douglas  Lam  questioned  the  validity  of  this  ratio,  as  compared  to  the  utilization  rate,  and 
emphasized  the  importance  of  parental  involvement.  While  acknowledging  his  point  of  view,  Debra  Koffler  said 
that  the  statistics  provided  by  the  school  district  on  the  ratio  of  students  to  counselors  was  not  acceptable. 
Renee  French  said  that  a ratio  of  1 to  100  would  be  ideal,  and  that  the  proposed  new  ratio  of  1 to  300,  using  a 
one  year  only  infusion  of  money  from  the  state  funded  Safe  Schools  and  Violence  Prevention  Fund,  was  a 
good  starting  point.  She  said  that  the  goal  was  to  obtain  permanent  funding , in  part  because  constantly  writing 
grants  to  fund  district  programs  took  time  and  resources  away  from  the  students.  She  said  that  there  were 
currently  4000  children  in  foster  care  in  San  Francisco,  which  was  the  highest  number  in  30  years.  Basim 
Elkarra  said  that  counselors  at  McAteer  High  School,  when  he  was  a student  there,  only  had  time  to  help  with 
class  scheduling.  He  said  he  was  sure  City  College  students  would  be  happy  to  volunteer  their  time  to  assist 
the  school  district.  Committee  members  wondered  whether  volunteer  help  might  not  be  available  to  help 
improve  the  district’s  computer  systems,  particularly  with  scheduling,  which  can  be  enormously  complicated. 

Winna  Davis  said  that  the  Mayor’s  Office  is  committed  to  helping  the  school  district.  Ms  Crawford  asked  for 
support  for  an  upcoming  ballot  measure  which  would  require  bringing  California  spending  up  to  the  national 
average.  She  also  asked  the  Committee  to  work  with  the  district  PTA  which  is  attempting,  among  other  things, 
to  make  sure  that  AB  1 1 13  funds,  which  arrived  late,  can  be  held  over  to  provided  funding  for  counselors  next 
year.  Judith  Levy  Sender  and  Commissioner  Chey  thanked  Ms.  Crawford  for  her  presentation.  Ms.  Levy 
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Sender  invited  Ms.  Crawford  to  apply  for  membership  on  the  Committee.  Commissioner  Chey  said  she  hoped 
the  counseling  issue  was  one  that  the  Committee  could  really  get  its  teeth  into  and  achieve  some  results. 

Planning  for  April  Youth  & Education  Committee  Retreat.  It  was  decided  to  hold  the  retreat  at  Gail  Roberts’s 
house  from  4.00  to  6.00  on  April  20*’.  The  purpose  of  the  retreat  is  to  determine  priorities  for  Youth  & Education 
Committee  projects  and  recommendations  for  agenda  items  for  the  coming  year. 

Recruitment  Task  Force  Report:  Winna  Davis  circulated  additional  copies  of  the  recruitment  brochure  and 
said  that  the  Committee  was  continuing  its  outreach  efforts.  Ms.  Crawford  was  urged  to  apply  for  membership. 

Discussion  of  the  effect  of  the  passage  of  Proposition  21  on  Human  Rights  Commission  mandates. 

This  item  was  tabled  due  to  lack  of  time  and  also  the  absence  of  Commissioner  Globus-Sabori. 

Old/New  Business.  Douglas  Lam  requested  that  the  issue  of  Cuban  refugee  Elian  Gonzales  be  scheduled  for  a 
subsequent  meeting  and  asked  Diana  Rathbone  to  look  into  the  continued  absence  of  the  Committee’s 
representative  from  the  Police  Department. 

Adjournment.  Commissioner  Chey  adjourned  the  meeting  at  6.30  p.m.

Basim  Elkharra,  Judith  Levy-Sender  and  David  Pogrel  phoned  in  advance  and  said  that  they  could  not 
make  the  meeting,  but  expressed  their  desire  to  continue  to  be  a part  of  the  Youth  & Education  Committee. 

Chair’s  Report.  Commissioner  Chey  called  the  meeting  to  order  at  4:30  p.m.  and  welcomed  everyone  in 
the  room.  Commissioner  Chey  introduced  Commissioner  Watahara  and  thanked  him  for  joining  the 
meeting.  Commissioner  Chey  explained  that  Commissioner  Globus-Sabori  - the  Y&E  Vice-Chair  - has 
asked  for  a hiatus  until  January  2001  and  that  Commissioner  Watahara  might  be  interested  in  filling  the 
position.  Commissioner  Chey  thanked  and  recognized  Diana  Rathbone  for  her  years  of  service  with  the 
Y&E  Committee  as  well  as  introduced  Toni  Delgado  as  the  new  staff  person  for  the  Committee.

Delgado  expressed  her  enthusiasm  to  be  on  the 
Committee  and  stated  she  was  looking  forward  to  helping  the  Committee.

Introductions.  Basic  introductions  were  made;  name,  occupation  and  organization. 


Discussion  of  changing  meeting  time.  There  was  much  discussion  regarding  changing  the  Committee 
meeting  time  and  day.  Concerns  were  raised  about  the  availability  and  safety  of  youth  Committee 
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members  having  to  take  Muni  late  in  the  evening.  Since  we  currently  have  no  youth  members,  it  was 
decided  to  change  the  meeting  to  a day  and  time  that  would  be  convenient  for  current  members,  with  the 
caveat  that  in  the  future,  we  may  change  the  meeting  time  and  day  to  accommodate  youth  members. 
Doulglas  Lam  moved  to  change  the  meeting  time  to  4:30  p.m.  - 5:30  p.m.  Roberts  felt  that  an  hour  would 
not  be  enough  time  to  complete  Committee  business  and  moved  to  change  the  meeting  time  to  4:30  p.m.  - 
6:00  p.m.  Brooke  Nagle  seconded  the  motion  and  members  of  the  Committee  voted  5-2  to  change  the 
meeting  time  from  4:30  p.m.  - 6:00  p.m.  Lam  then  suggested  that  the  meeting  date  be  changed,  since  it 
seemed  that  there  were  many  other  Committees  meeting  on  Thursdays,  making  it  difficult  for  members  to 
attend.  After  reviewing  the  meeting  times  of  other  HRC  standing  Committee  meetings,  Commissioner 
Chey  moved  to  change  the  meeting  day  from  the  3^'^  Thursday  of  every  month  to  the  first  Wednesday  of 
every  month.  The  motion  passed  with  all  members  in  agreement. 

Discussion  of  future  projects,  recommendations  and  agenda  items  for  the  next  year.  Since  this 
meeting  was  a planning  meeting  for  Committee,  many  items  were  discussed.  Lam  shared  his  thoughts  and 
disappointments  regarding  the  past  weaknesses  of  the  Committee:  Never  completing  projects:  only 
discussing  “safe”  issues;  visiting  issues  that  were  global,  rather  than  local;  What  options  and  tools  are 
available  to  the  Committee;  Committee  members  who  were  only  attending  for  self-gain;  and  members  of 
the  Committee  not  really  knowing  what  our  mission  is.  Lam  also  raised  the  subject  of  the  Levi-Strauss  “Our 
Models...”  advertisement  and  wanted  resolution  over  the  matter. 

Nagle  suggested  a youth/buddy  teaching  program  should  be  a component  of  our  Committee.  Nagle  also 
suggested  that  we  - as  a Committee  - go  back  over  the  last  few  years  to  find  subjects  that  the  Committee 
could  work  on,  as  well  as  possibly  look  into  Prop  J-the  Children’s  Amendment. 

Delgado  suggested  recruiting  more  youth,  having  monthly  projects  that  both  adult  and  youth  members 
could  complete  and  opened  up  discussion  regarding  the  Committee  Mission  Statement.  Many  agreed  with 
a suggestion  from  Roberts  that  the  Committee  should  focus  on  issues  and  programs  that  reach  the  HRC's 
protective  classes. 

The  Committee  discussed  using  the  next  two  months  to  create  a mission  statement,  and  take  the  time  to 
discuss  and  plan  agenda  the  direction  and  jurisdiction  of  the  Committee.  There  was  also  discussion  of 
possible  interviews  of  representatives  of  local  youth  serving  agencies  to  inquire  about  what  issues  youth 
are  facing  today,  which  prompted  the  need  for  a database  of  youth  serving  agencies. 

Then  sometime  in  August/September,  begin  recruiting  youth  members  from  local  middle  and  high  schools. 

Old/New  Business.  In  summation.  Delgado  went  over  the  main  points  discussed  and  items  to  be 
agendized  for  the  next  meeting. 

Commissioner  Chey  reiterated  that  we  create  a resolution  for  Rathbone.  Commissioner  Chey  also  stated 
that  the  Korean  Cultural  Center  is  taking  up  a lot  of  her  time  and  that  she  will  be  asking  Commissioner 
Watahara  to  Chair  the  Committee  and  she  will  Vice-Chair,  pending  discussion  with  Human  Rights 
Commission  Chair  Justice  Harry  Low. 

Adjournment.  The  meeting  was  adjourned  at  6:05  p.m.

FOR  HRC  STANDING  COMMITTEES

The  Human  Rights  Commission  operates  through  five  standing  committees.  The 
standing  committees  are;  1.  Employment;  2.  Issues;  3.  Lesbian  Gay  Bisexual  Transgender 
Advisory;  4.  Minority  Business  Enterprise /Women  Business  Enterprise /Local  Business 
Enterprise  Community  Advisory;  and  5.  Youth  and  Education.  Commissioners  are 
assigned  by  the  Chairperson  of  the  Commission  to  these  standing  committees,  members 
from  the  Community  also  are  appointed  by  the  Chair. 

The  Employment  Committee  has  members  representing  business,  government, 
labor,  and  community  interests.  This  Committee  meets  usually  on  the  first 
Thursday  of  the  month  from  12:00  Noon  to  2:00  P.M.  at  the  Human  Rights 
Commission  offices.  The  work  of  the  Employment  Committee  includes;  1) 
reviewing  staff  reports  on  the  employment  patterns  of  City  contractors;  2) 
development  of  affirmative  action  programs  and  policies;  3)  recommendation  of 
positions  on  legislation;  and  4)  studying  issues  referred  by  the  full  Commission. 

The  Issues  Committee  focuses  on  issues  related  to  immigration  and 
undocumented  aliens;  law  enforcement  and  public  safety;  fair  housing,  prejudice- 
based  violence,  and  miscellaneous  issues.  The  Committee  meets  on  call. 

The  Lesbian  Gay  Bisexual  Transgender  Advisory  Committee  (LGBTAC)  was 

established  in  May  of  1975  by  amendment  to  Chapter  12A  of  the  San  Francisco 
Administrative  Code.  The  Lesbian  Gay  Bisexual  Transgender  Advisory 
Committee's  members  are  selected  on  the  basis  of  interviews,  and  are  broadly 
representative  of  the  diversity  of  the  Lesbian,  Gay,  Bisexual  and  Transgender 
communities.  This  Committee  meets  usually  on  the  third  Tuesday  of  the  month 
from  5:30  P.M.  to  7:30  P.M.  at  the  Human  Rights  Commission  offices.  The 
LGBTAC  addresses  itself  specifically  to  the  identification  and  solution  of  problems 
associated  with  the  Lesbian,  Gay,  Bisexual  and  Transgender  communities  of  San 
Francisco,  and  with  HIV/ AIDS  discrimination.  The  Committee  provides 
assistance  and  advice  to  the  Commission  regarding  discrimination  in  the  Lesbian, 
Gay,  Bisexual  and  Transgender  communities;  advocates  for  the  civil  rights  of 
persons  with  AIDS/HIV;  educates  the  lesbian,  gay,  bisexual,  and  transgender 
communities  about  issues  of  diversity  in  those  communities;  and  addresses  issues 
of  lesbian,  gay,  bisexual,  transgender,  and  questioning  youth. 

The  Minority  Business  EnterpriseAVomen  Business  Enterprise/Local  Business 

Enterprise  Community  Advisory  Committee,  as  mandated  by  Chapter  12D  of  the 
San  Francisco  Administrative  Code,  was  formed  in  March  1985.  The  Committee

(MBE/WBE/LBE)  Ordinance  and  Program.  This  Committee  meets  usually  on  the 
third  Wednesday  of  the  month  from  5:30  P.M.  to  7:30  P.M.  at  the  HRC  offices. 

The  Youth  and  Education  Committee  meets  on  the  third  Thursday  of  the  month 
from  3:30  P.M.  to  5:30  P.M.  at  the  Human  Rights  Commission  offices,  eight  or 
nine  times  a year.  The  Youth  and  Education  Committee  focuses  on  education  and 
youth  issues,  including  the  juvenile  justice  system,  which  impact  on  young  people 
in  the  HRC's  protected  classes. 

Task  Forces  are  established  by  the  Commission,  from  time  to  time,  and  operate 
similarly  to  Standing  Committees. 

FUNCTION  AND  OPERATION  OF  STANDING  COMMITTEES 

1.  The  standing  committees  are  an  integral  and  vitally  important  component  of  the 
Human  Rights  Commission,  providing  for  community  involvement  and  for  the 
opportunity  for  in-depth  study  and  exploration  of  issues. 

2.  Issues  on  which  the  Commission  is  to  act  must  be  acted  on  first  by  a committee. 
The  only  exception  to  this  is  an  emergency  resolution  which  requires  either  a 2/3 
vote  or  a unanimous  vote  of  all  Commissioners  present,  depending  on  whether 
or  not  the  proposed  action  is  consistent  with  previous  Commission  action. 

3.  Standing  committees  generally  hold  one  meeting  a month,  usually  averaging  ten 
meetings  per  year.  All  meetings  of  the  standing  committees  are  open  to  the 
public  and  subject  to  public  meeting  and  accessibility  laws. 

4.  The  Committee  is  to  make  a conscious  effort  to  present  all  sides  of  an  issue  fairly 
prior  to  taking  a stand,  inviting  speakers  to  present  the  opposing  points  of  view 
whenever  possible. 

5.  The  City's  position  on  State  legislation  can  be  established  through  a resolution 
adopted  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  or  by  action  taken  by  the  Mayor's  State 
Legislation  Committee.  Each  City  department  is  to  assign  a staff  person  to  the 
State  Legislation  Committee  to  act  as  liaison  to  the  Committee.  Requests  for  the 
HRC  to  consider  specific  State  legislation  may  be  transmitted  to  the  Chair  of  the 
Commission,  the  standing  committee  Chair,  or  the  HRC  Executive  Director  for 
referral  to  committee,  or  may  originate  with  the  City's  Legislative  Advocate,  FIRC 
commissioners  and  staff,  or  other  City  departments.  HRC's  positions  on  specific 
State  legislation  are  determined  through  the  committee  process. 
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After  duly  calendaring  and  hearing  all  sides  to  the  legislation  under 
consideration,  the  Committee  may  make  a recommendation  to  the  full 
Commission,  who  then  may  calendar  and  consider  the  legislation,  may  take  a 
position  on  the  legislation,  and/or  may  suggest  amendments  to  the  legislation. 
Staff  is  to  then  communicate  and  represent  this  position  to  the  City's  State 
Legislation  Committee.  Once  the  City's  State  Legislation  Committee  takes  a 
position  on  the  legislation,  HRC  Committee  staff  is  to  communicate  this  position 
to  the  legislation's  author(s),  San  Francisco's  representatives  in  the  State 
Legislature,  the  Mayor,  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  and  the  City's  Legislative 
Advocate,  as  well  as  to  copy  all  Commissioners  and  Committee  members  with 
any  relevant  correspondence.  Further  support  of  the  City's  position  on  the 
legislation  may  be  provided  by  the  Committee  staff. 

6.  HRC  may  also  take  positions  on  Federal  legislation.  The  process  is  similar  to  that 
used  to  take  positions  on  State  legislation,  except  that  once  HRC  has  established 
a position  on  a specific  piece  of  Federal  legislation,  the  Committee  staffer  is  to 
notify  the  City's  Federal  Legislative  Advocate,  and  (over  the  signature  of  the  HRC 
Chair)  the  Mayor  and  Board  of  Supervisors.  San  Francisco's  representatives  in  the 
U.S.  Congress  are  not  to  be  contacted  directly  to  inform  them  of  FIRC's  position 
on  specific  legislation  until  that  position  is  cleared  through  the  City's  Federal 
Legislative  Advocate  or  the  Mayor's  Office. 

7.  When  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  has  taken  an  official  position  on 
pending  legislation,  the  HRC  can  work  in  support  of  that  position.  The  HRC 
cannot  take  a position  which  is  inconsistent  with  the  official  position.  In  the 
absence  of  an  official  position,  the  FIRC  can  provide  information  and  analysis  of 
its  impact  on  the  mandate  of  the  Commission. 

8.  Positions  on  State  or  Federal  rules,  regulations,  or  other  administrative,  non- 
legislative actions  may  be  taken  in  the  same  manner  and  with  the  same 
procedures  and  provisions  as  for  legislative  matters. 

9.  The  Human  Rights  Commission  cannot  take  a position  on  state  or  local  ballot 
propositions;  however,  standing  committees  can  examine  the  proposition, 
presenting  all  sides.  After  receiving  the  report  of  the  standing  committee,  the 
Commission  may  then  adopt  an  analysis  of  the  ballot  proposition  related  to  its 
impact  on  the  mandate  of  the  Commission  and  transmit  this  analysis  to  the  Board 
of  Supervisors  and  the  Mayor. 

10.  As  a City  agency,  the  HRC  cannot  take  positions  on  partisan  election  issues  and 
cannot  endorse  candidates. 

11.  The  standing  committees  operate  under  Robert's  Rules  of  Order;  however,  a 
quorum  need  not  be  established  for  the  committee  to  hear  presentations,  to 
provide  input  to  staff,  and  to  make  recommendations  to  the' Commissioners.  Each 
Committee  member  is  to  vote  on  aU  motions  for  which  they  are  in  attendance 
unless  they  have  declared  a conflict  of  interest  prior  to  the  vote  being  taken. 
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COMMISSIONER  RESPONSIBILITIES 

1.  Commissioners  provide  leadership  for,  and  set  policy  in,  the  operation  of  the 
standing  committees;  Chairs  are  to  consult  with  committee  staff  frequently,  and 
to  work  cooperatively  with  them. 

2.  Regular  and  active  participation  by  the  standing  committee  Chair  and  Vice  Chair 
in  Committee  meetings  is  essential  for  the  effective  operation  of  the  standing 
committee.  Additionally,  the  Chairs  and  Vice-Chairs  should  become 
knowledgeable  of  the  mandate  and  workings  of  the  Commission  and  that 
standing  committee. 

3.  The  Chair  of  the  Commission  shall  appoint  the  Chair  and  Vice  Chair  of  each 
standing  committee  for  a one  year  term  prior  to  March  1,  or  as  vacancies  occur. 

4.  Commissioners  are  encouraged  to  identify  and  participate  in  issues  and  events 
pertinent  to  committees  and,  when  appropriate,  represent  the  Commission  and/or 
the  standing  committees  before  other  bodies. 

5.  All  recommended  actions,  proposed  resolutions,  or  reports  coming  from  the 
standing  committees  to  the  regular  meetings  of  the  Commission  do  so  through 
their  Chairpersons  or  their  designee.  The  Chairperson  wiU  introduce  the  agenda 
item,  the  guest  speaker  or  speakers,  if  there  are  such,  present  a brief  surrunary  of 
standing  committee  action,  and  state  what  action  the  Commission  is  being  asked 
to  take.  If  Commission  action  is  required  or  requested  (such  as  adoption  of  a 
proposed  resolution,  or  letter),  the  Chairperson  moves  that  such  action  be  taken. 
This  motion  will  open  the  discussion  by  the  full  Commission.  Items  which  have 
been  previously  acted  upon  by  the  standing  committee  do  not  require  a second. 
According  to  Robert's  Rules  of  Order,  "the  requirement  (for  a second)  does  not 
apply  when  the  motion  is  made  by  direction  of  a board  or  committee."  Draft 
copies  of  resolutions  and  letters  are  to  be  provided  to  the  Commissioners  in 
advance,  along  with  any  relevant  supporting  materials. 

6.  The  Chair  of  the  standing  committee  is  to  approve  the  items  for  the  meeting 
agenda  for  that  committee. 

7.  The  Committee  Chair  may  cancel  or  reschedule  the  committee  meeting  for  that 
month  if  the  regular  meeting  day  falls  on  or  is  adjacent  to  a legal, 

religious,  or  appropriate  cultural  holiday.  In  addition,  meetings  may  be  canceled, 
at  the  discretion  of  the  committee  Chair  and  Staff,  for  the  following  reasons: 
unavailability  of  Commissioners  or  staff,  the  lack  of  immediate  issues,  or  other 
mitigating  circumstances,  such  as  cancellation  by  a key  speaker  or  lack  of  a 
quorum. 

8.  Commissioners  are  encouraged  to  work  toward  conseiisus  with  committee 
members  on  all  issues,  and  to  ensure  that  committee  meetings  are  inclusive  and 
respectful  of  the  diversity  of  members  and  the  public. 
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COMMITTEE  MEMBER  RESPONSIBILITIES 

1.  Membership  on  the  standing  committee  is  for  a one-year  term  beginning 
March  1. 

2.  Committee  members  serving  on  HRC  standing  committees  must  represent  the 
highest  standards  of  sensitivity  to  and  genuine  respect  for  cultural  diversity,  as 
the  HRC  must  be  a laboratory  for  multi-cultural  understanding  and  tolerance. 

3.  Freedom  of  speech  must  be  protected.  The  free  exchange  of  ideas  and  differing 
points  of  view  are  strongly  encouraged  as  long  as  these  are  not  inconsistent  with 
respect  and  tolerance  for  cultural  diversity.  Failure  to  abide  by  this  code  of 
tolerance  and  respect  for  others  may  result  in  a member  being  replaced  on  the 
Committee. 

4.  It  is  the  responsibility  of  Committee  members  to  attend  regularly  and  to 
participate  actively  in  standing  committee  meetings.  The  HRC  attendance  policy 
for  standing  committees  is  as  follows:  If  a member  accumulates  three  (3)  absences 
during  a one  year  period,  that  person  will  no  longer  be  considered  to  be  a 
member  of  that  committee;  however,  in  all  instances,  a person  can  appeal  their 
removal  to  the  full  committee.  The  Committee's  criteria  for  acting  upon  an 
appeal  of  removal  as  a committee  are  as  follows:  (1)  granted  upon  request  and 
following  an  expressed  commitment  to  the  Committee;  and  (2)  reinstatement 
upon  request  following  four  absences  during  a one  year  term  based  on  an 
explanation  by  the  person  as  to  the  reasons  for  the  previous  absences  and  the 
likelihood,  in  the  future,  for  regular  attendance. 

5.  Bringing  issues  to  the  Committee  is  the  responsibility  of  Committee  members, 
with  the  assistance  of  staff.  Committee  members  should  advise  HRC  staff  at  least 
ten  days  before  a Committee  meeting  that  they  have  an  agenda  item. 

6.  Committee  members  shall  assist  in  the  drafting  of  letters,  resolutions  and  other 
documents  the  committee  votes  to  send  to  the  commissioners  for  approval,  and 
shall  assist  in  the  organization  of  panels  and  presentations. 


STAFF  RESPONSIBILITIES 

1.  Consistent  with  its  function  of  supporting  Commission  members,  the  role  of  the 
HRC  staff  is  to  facilitate  the  work  of  the  Commissioners  in  their  committee 
activities  and  to  ensure  the  effective  and  efficient  operation  of  the  Committees. 
To  this  end.  Committee  staff  are  responsible  for  logistics,  meeting  preparation  and 
follow  up,  and  for  the  orientation  of  members. 

2.  Standing  committee  staff  are  the  key  figures  in  the  operation  of  the  standing 
committee.  The  assignment  as  a committee  staffer  is  considered  a core  staff 
function  and  is  not  an  "extra  duty". 
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3.  The  Committee  staff  is  to  consult  with  the  Chair  and  Vice-Chair  of  the  Committee 
frequently,  giving  guidance  when  sought,  and  ensuring  that  Corrunissioners  are 
able  to  carry  out  their  policy  making  role. 

4.  The  Committee  staff  is  to  develop  the  standing  committee  agenda  and  the 
standing  committee  items  for  the  Commission  agenda  for  approval  by  the 
Committee  Chair.  Staff  is  to  consult  with  the  Committee  Chair  re:  the  agenda 
and  the  issues  involved  prior  to  standing  committee  meetings. 

5.  The  Committee  staff  for  each  of  the  standing  committees  is  responsible  for 
scheduling  meetings;  reserving  a meeting  place  in  advance;  sending  out  meeting 
notices;  preparing  and  posting,  as  required  by  the  Sunshine  Ordinance,  a detailed 
agenda  at  least  72  hours  in  advance  of  the  meeting;  preparing  minutes  of  the 
standing  committee  meeting;  handling  all  correspondence,  both  incoming  and 
outgoing;  doing  follow-up  as  directed  by  the  Committee  and/ or  its  Commissioner 
Chair;  s^eduling  Committee  presentations  on  issues  and  drafting  position  papers 
and  proposed  resolutions;  acquiring  background  and  source  material  for 
distribution  to  the  standing  committee  and  for  Commissioners  when  an  issue  has 
been  scheduled  for  a Commission  meeting;  and  attending  the  Commission 
meeting  when  their  standing  committee  has  an  item,  including  committee  report, 
calendared. 

6.  At  least  four  business  days  prior  to  the  Commission's  regular  or  special  meeting, 
all  pertinent  background  material,  including  copies  of  any  proposed  resolution, 
letter,  or  position  papers,  is  to  be  mailed  to  each  Commissioner  at  the  direction 
of  the  Director  or  the  Commission  Secretary. 

7.  At  least  a week  in  advance  of  the  Committee  meeting,  all  pertinent  background 
material  and  the  agenda  are  to  be  mailed  to  Committee  members. 

8.  The  Committee  staff,  in  consultation  with  the  Chair  and  Vice-Chair  of  that 
Committee,  is  to  plan  and  present  an  annual  orientation  for  the  new  Chair  and 
Vice  Chair  and  standing  committee  members  and  is  to  provide  an  informal 
orientation  for  any  Commissioners  or  members  joining  the  standing  committee 
during  the  year. 

9.  The  Committee  staff  is  to  recommend  to  the  Committee  Chair  those  members 
who  should  serve  another  term  and  those  who  should  not,  based  on  their 
attendance  and  participation.  Further,  staff  is  to  identify  groups  or  agencies  from 
which  to  solicit  new  members  and/ or  key  individuals  to  be  invited  in  order  to 
broaden  the  representation  on  the  standing  committee.  Letters  requesting 
nominees  from  a group  or  thanking  a member  for  services  rendered  are  to  be 
prepared  by  staff  in  the  name  of  the  Committee  Chair  with  his/her  approval. 
Staff  is  to  confer  with  the  Committee  Chair  regarding  member  participation  in 
order  to  recommend  to  the  Commission  Chair  those  to  be  replaced  during  their 
term.  Letters  appointing  people  to  a committee  or  conferring  reappointment  are 
to  be  prepared  by  staff  in  the  name  of  the  Commission  Chair  with  his/her 
approval. 
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10.  Standing  committee  staff  are  to  schedule  speakers  for  the  regular  Commission 
meetings,  advising  them  that  there  is  a time  limit  on  their  talk,  and  that  they 
should  be  prepared  to  answer  questions  from  Commissioners.  Committee  staff 
are  to  list  speakers  indicating  name,  title,  and  organization  on  the  Commission 
agenda. 

11.  Media  contacts,  news  releases,  news  advisories,  pubhc  service  announcements, 
and  general  media  communications  are  to  be  prepared  by  the  standing  committee 
staff.  Standing  committee  staff  are  to  inform  the  Executive  Director  of  overall  and 
specific  needs  to  communicate  with  the  media  related  to  their  Committees.  Media 
communications  are  a means  of  informing  the  community  about  standing 
committee  or  Commission  actions  and  are  to  be  used  at  the  discretion  of  the 
Director.  Committee  staff  are  to  inform  the  Executive  Director  of  media  contacts. 

12.  Staff  is  to  maintain  a pending  file  for  standing  committee  work.  Because  issues 
may  develop  over  time,  staff  should  maintain  files  of  background  material, 
clippings,  and  resource  people. 

13.  Staff  is  to  maintain  archival  materials  regarding  the  Committee's  work.
